Nine days earlier he had car- 
ried off an even more surpris- 
ing 477-to-140 indorsement of 
his Moroccan policies. 

Each time the Premier came 
back from what looked like cer- 
tain defeat. Each time he bene- 


f‘'ted from special circum- 
Stances, but his own nimble 
parliamentary footwork also 


contributed to his successes. 
Reform Program. 


With the two voting hurdles 
behind him, Faure now should 
be able to concentrate on ap- 
plying the reform programs for 
Morocco and Algeria which the 
Assembly approved. 

The Assembly's work sched- 
tle has not been set yet, but it 
appeared unlikely any debates 
dangerous for the government 
would be scheduled until after 
the Geneva meeting of the Big 
Four foreign ministers. That 
eonference opens Oct. 27 and 
is expected to continue three or 
four weeks. 

In voting confidence in the 
government, the Assembly ap- 
proved the same resolution it 
had turned down last Friday on 
a procedural vote If Faure 
had. not forced a delay by ask- 
ing for a vote of confidence, he 
would have been defeated then 


in a ballot on the substance of 
the resolution.

Russia’s Insistence That Allies 
Recognize Puppets in Satellite 
Countries Touches Off Bitterest 
Row of Conference at Potsdam.

ULY 22 was Sunday, but we had decided to continue 
Jone daily conferences without interruption. During 

the morning, accompanied by my old friend, Msgr. 
Tiernan, and my military and naval aides, I attended 
Protestant church service in the Colosseum Building, 
a former film laboratory in the Babelsberg area. An 
hour later I attended a second service in the same 
building, a Catholic mass conducted by Col. Tiernan. 
I returned to the Little White House for lunch, and 
shortly thereafter Prime Minister Churchill called on 
me, and we conferred for about an hour. After attend- 
ing to some urgent mail for Washington, I left for 
Cecilienhof Palace and called to order the sixth meet- 
ing of the conference at 5 p.m. 

Our discussion was resumed where it had left off 
the day before, with the question of Poland’s western 
frontier and Prime Minister Churchill restating his 
reasons for refusing to accept Stalin’s proposal to 
cede the eastern territory of Germany to Poland. 
Stalin, in turn, challenged the Prime Minister’s 
reasoning with the same arguments he had previously 
advanced. 

Stalin said that if we were not. bored with the question 
of frontiers, he would like to point out that the exact char- 
acter of the Yalta decision was that we were bound to receive 
the opinion of the Polish government on the question of its 
western frontiers: as we were not in agreement with the 
Polish proposal, we should hear the representative of the new 
Polish government. If the heads of government did not wish 
to hear them, then the foreign ministers should hear them. 

Churchill agreed that the matter could not be settled 
without the Poles, unless, of course, we accepted the Polish 
proposal. Stalin then turned to me and said that in regard to 
my observation that a fifth country was now occupying Ger- 
many, he wished to state that if anyone was to blame, it was 
not just the Poles—circumstances and the Russians were to 
blame. 

I replied that that was exactly what I had been talking 
about. I then agreed that the Polish representatives could 
come to Potsdam and be heard by the foreign ministers who 
would report to us. 

It was now agreed that, as presiding officer, I should 
issue an invitation to the Poles to send representatives to the 
foreign ministers’ meeting at Potsdam in an effort to reach 
some kind of practical solution to the problem of boundaries 
which could last until the matter was finally settled at the 
peace conference. 

Molotov now brought up the subject of trusteeships and 
gaid that the San Francisco Conference had settled, in prin- 
ciple, a trusteeship system, and there was now the question 
of the disposition of specific territories, Such as Italy's 
colonies and also, perhaps, Korea. 


Molotov Asks About Italian Colonies. 


Molotov went on to say that he had learned from the 
foreign press that Italy had lost its colonies and the question 
was who had received them, and where had this matter been 
decided. Churchill replied by referring to the heavy losses 
which the British had suffered and the victories which the 
British army had achieved by “conquering all of the colonies 
of Italy except Tunis.” 

I turned to the Prime Minister and repeated, “All?” 

Churchill explained that when he referred to Italian colo- 
nies, he meant Libya, Cyrenaica and Tripoli. The British had 
conquered these at a time when they were under heavy attacks 
and were without help, he said, at least during the early part. 
Molotov interjected that Berlin had been conquered by the 
Red Army. 

Churchill, ignoring Molotov, continued, saying that they 
were not expecting any gain out of this war. At present, 
Churchill said, the British held these colonies. He wanted 
to know who wanted them. If there were claimants, said 
Churchill, they should put forward their claims. 

I said the United States did not want them nor did we 
want a trusteeship over them. 

Molotov said the Soviet proposals had been submitted 
in writing and that they would like the conference to con- 
sider them. Churchill asked what did the Soviet allies want? 
Did Stalin wish to put forward a claim to one of these Italian 
colonies? 

Stalin replied that they would like to learn whether this 
conference was gOing to deal with the question of whether 
Italy was to lose these colonies. 

Churchill said he had not considered the possibility of 
the Soviet Union desiring a large tract of the African shore. 
If that were the case, it would have to be considered in rela- 
tion to many other problems. 

We turned our attention to the question of Turkey. 
Churchill said there was an admitted need to modify the old 
Montreux Convention regarding Turkey, and he had fre- 
quently expressed his readiness to welcome an arrangement 
for the free movement of Russian ships through the Black 
Sea and back. But he wished to impress on Marshal Stalin 
the importance of not alarming Turkey. Turkey was very 
much alarmed, he said, by a strong concentration of Bulgarian 
and Soviet troops in Bulgaria, by continuous attacks in the 
Soviet press, and by the conversations between the Turkish 
ambassador and Molotov in which modifications of Turkey's 
eastern frontier were mentioned, as well as a Soviet base in 
the Straits. 


Turks Propose Russian Alliance. 


Molotov explained that the Turkish government had 
taken the initiative through the Turkish ambassador in 
Moscow and had proposed an alliance with Russia. 

Churchill challenged the right of the Russians to consider 
the matter of the Black Sea Straits as one in which no one 
had a voice except themselves and Turkey. 

I said I was not ready to express an opinion and sug- 
gested that we defer consideration of the question until 
necessary study could be given to it. This was agreed to. 

We met the following day, July 23, for the seventh 
meeting of the conference. 

With regard to the Black Sea Straits, Stalin said Russia 
regarded the Montreux Convention as inimical, Under this 
treaty, he complained, Turkey had the right to block the 
Straits not only if Turkey were at war, but if it seemed to 
Turkey that there was a threat of war. The result was, he 
continued, that a small state supported by Great Britain held 
a great state by the throat and gave it no outlet. He could 
imagine what commotion there would be in England if a 
similar regime existed in Gibralter or in the Suez Canal, or 
what a commotion there would be in the United States if such 
a regime existed with regard to the Panama Canal. The 
point at issue, he concluded, was to give Soviet shipping the 
possibility to pass to and from the Black Sea freely. As 


Turkey was too weak to guarantee the possibility of free 
passage in case complications arose, the Soviet Union would 


like to see the Straits defended by force.

that the Montreux Convention should be revised. I thought, 
however that the Straits should be a free waterway open to 
the whole world, and that they should be guaranteed by all 
of us. I had come to the conclusion, I said, after a long 
study of history, that all the war of the last two hundred 
years had originated in the area from the Black Sea to the 
Baltic and from the eastern frontier of France to the western 
frontier of Russia. In the last two instances the peace of 
the whole world had been overturned—by Austria in World 
War I and by Germany in this war. I thought it should be 
the business of this conference and of the coming peace con- 
ference to see that this did not happen again. 


I announced that I was presenting a paper proposing 
free access to all the seas of the world by Russia and by all 
other countries. I was offering as a solution of the Straits 
problem the suggestion that the Kiel Canal in Germany, the 
Rhine-Danube waterway from the North Sea to the Black 
Sea, the Black Sea Straits, the Suez Canal, and the Panama 
Canal be made free waterways for the passage of freight and 
passengers of all countries, except for the fees of their neces- 
sary operation and maintenance. 

Churchill expressed agreement with Stalin’s proposal for 


revision of the Montreux Convention to give Russia freedom | 


of navigation in the Straits by merchant and warships alike in 
peace and war. He said he also agreed with my proposal 
that this should be guaranteed by all of us. 

With regard to the other waterways, the British were in 
full accord with the general line that I had taken in my 
statement. Churchill thought that the Kiel Canal should 
certainly be free and open and guaranteed by all the great 
powers. He attached great importance to the free navigation 
of the Danube and the Rhine. He felt that there was a great 
measure of agreement among the three powers on this subject. 

Stalin said he wished to withhold any statement of 
Opinion regarding my proposal, since he would want to read 
it attentively before discussing it. 


Reds Bring Up Syria, Lebanon. 


Molotov then announced that the Russian delegation 
wished to submit a paper on the question of Syria and 
Lebanon, and propased that the situation in these two con- 
tries be considered by a four-power conference of representa- 
tive of the United States, Great Britain, the U.S.S.R. and 
France, with the consent of France to be first obtained. 

Churchill said that the burden of defending Syria and 
Lebanon had fallen upon the shoulders of the British. The 
Britis» would not welcome the whole matter being reviewed 
by a body of this kind. Of course, if the United States 
wanted to take their place, that would be a different matter. 

I replied, “No thanks.” 

Churchill brought up the matter of the British elections.

s’Pine Lawn Bottleneck 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

You have shown such vigorous and 
Sustained interest in St. Louis traf- 
fic problems that I hope you will ex- 
tend that interest and influence to 
help those of us who have to use 
Natural Bridge. 

The chief trouble is simply that 
there are too many cars for the size 
of the road and there are too many 
cars trying to cross east and west 
through the line at Goodfellow and at 

cas and Hunt. 

However, there is one very bad 
and quite unnecessary bottleneck 
that could be eliminated right now, 
foday, at no cost to anyone, for the 
benefit of everybody. The bottle- 
neck is in Pine Lawn. 

Because parking is permitted on 
Natural Bridge in Pine Lawn from 4 
to 6 in the afternoon solid, bumper- 
to-bumper lines of cars are forced 
from three ,lanes into two lanes. 
Sometimes, as a driver of one of the 
parked cars tries to pull away from 
the curb, traffic is reduced to a sin- 
pie ‘lane. 

The result is paralysis, chaos, bent 
fenders, ruined dispositions, and very 
serious danger, with every driver hot, 
angry, tense. Many of them pushed 
by impatience and exasperation take 
all kinds of chances cutting into the 
southbound lanes. 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
sometimes, on Friday afternoons for 


example, 10,000 or more cars are 
held up (with the consequent in- 
¢veased danger of accident) by as 


few as 10 or 12 cars parked along 
fife curb in Pine Lawn. 

There may be good reasons for 
this situation, but on the face of it 
it seems ridiculous that it has been 
allowed to go on. 

All of us who have to go through 
Pine Lawn “would be grateful, the 
authorities of the town would be 
daing no more than following the 
practice of other communities along 
Natural Bridge (through which Pine 
Lawn citizens drive), and the Pine 
Lawn traffic safety factor would be 
measurably improved by one sim- 
ple, obvious police measure—the pro- 
hibition of parking on the northeast 
side of Natural Bridge in Pine Lawn 
between 4 and 6 in the afternoon. 

In the absence of any effective 
traffic control commission for this 
area it would appear that the mat- 
ter must be left to the good sense 
and reasonable regard for others 
of the authorities of Pine Lawn.

Not the Way 


Instead of subsiding, the storm over the record- 
ing of jury proceedings in federal district court 
in Wichita continues to build up. Senator East- 
land of Mississippi, Democratic chairman of the 
Senate Internal Security subcommittee, and his 
Republican colleague, Senator Jenner of Indiana, 
have intimated that impeachment may be in 


_ order against the federal-judge who authorized 


the listening operation. Representative Celler of 
New York, House Judiciary Committee chairman, 
says he will read the Senate testimony before 
coming to a conclusion, but that he deplores “any 
invasion of the jury room.” 

This jury “bugging” situation is both confused 
and confusing. How is it that the University of 
Chicago Law School and the Ford Foundation 
should go in for eavesdropping by means of a 
secret recording device in a jury room? How 
does it happen that Senators Eastland and Jen- 
ner, who have no great reputation for being vig- 
ilant in the preservation of civil liberties, should 
appear as alert defenders? 

As for the protesting Senators, a fair specula 
tion is that they are not so much interested in 
the evil of wiretapping—and wiretapping is an 
evil that the Post-Dispatch has condemned for 
years—as they are in grabbing a club with which 
to hit the Ford Foundation. Our view is that 
while the recording operation was a most ill- 
advised piece of business, the outcries from the 
Jenners are not too impressive. They have been 
only too willing to run drumhead hearings and 
rotherwise kick the Bill of Rights around. 

What we think about the jury listening project 
was expressed when the news of it came to light, 
namely that while the intentions of all concerned 
doubtless were honorable, still it was a most un- 
fortunate mistake.

In fairness it should be said that the issue is 
one on which some most intelligent and studious 
men, including lawyers, judges and law teachers, 
disagree. Certainly this research project was no 
New Deal plot, hatched up by legal theorists in 
the law schools. Nearly 15 years ago, Federal 
Judge Clarence G. Galston of New York, who 
went on the bench in the Hoover Administration, 
proposed in the American Bar Association Jour- 
nal that a stenographic record be made of jurors’ 
deliberations so the judge could learn from this 
record if the verdict was reached improperly 
and therefore should be set aside by the court. 

Federal Court of Appeals Judge Jerome Frank 
of New York, in his book, “Courts on Trial: Myth 
and Reality in American Justice,” published six 
years ago, said Judge Galston’s “suggestion de- 
serves consideration.” The Galston proposal of 
course was vastly different from what happened 
at Wichita. 

The specific recording project in Wichita had 
the support of no less a jurist than Chief Judge 
Orie L. Phillips of the Federal Court of Appeals 
at Denver. Judge Phillips, a Republican ap- 
pointed to the district court by President Hard- 
ing and elevated to the appellate bench by Presi- 
dent Hoover, is one of our senior jurists. He is 
also one of the most highly-esteemed. He went 
carefully into the arguments pro and con before 
he approved the proposal to listen into jury 
deliberations in selected cases, with the consent 
of counsel on both sides.

Chief responsibility for the Wichita experi- 
ment appears to rest on Paul R. Kitch, an attor- 
ney of that city who describes himself as “a Lan- 
don Republican.” He is quoted as saying that he 
“sold” the University of Chicago Law School] on 
the project. Mr. Kitch’s answer to widespread 
criticism is that tape-recordings should be made 
in “at least 100 federal courts over the country.” 

A statement by Dean Edward J. Levi of the 
University of Chicago Law School, prepared for 
the Senate subcommittee, cites the approval of 
a large number of lawyers, including Howard L. 
Barkdull of Cleveland, past president of the 
American Bar Association; many judges, among 
them Chief Judge Charles E. Clark of the Fed- 
eral Court. of Appeals in New York: and law 
scholars, including professors at Yale, Illinois, 
Ohio, Virginia, Pennsylvania and North Carolina. 

The desire of these eminent authorities to learn 
more about the jury system with a view to im- 
proving it is entirely commendable. Sympathize 
with the end though we do, we can only deplore 
the means as incompatible with the privacy 
necessary to jury deliberation and hence a harm 
to our system of justice. 

Surely there is a better 
juryrsystem than to tap a 
bench and bar can find it.

\ Victorv to Be Used 

Apparently it was ‘a surprise to French Pre- 
mier Faure himself that the National Assembly 
upheld his Algerian policy by a 54-vote margin, 
308 to 254. This success was made possible by a 
new system of individual rather than party bloc 
voting. But even as the voters were being 
counted, news came of new bloodshed in Africa. 

So it is to be hoped that Faure and his associ- 
ates will take advantage of their parliamentary 
victory to speed up an Algerian agreement. Only 
a clear indication of good intent and quick work 
can in any part offset the confidence and the 
prestige sacrificed through French delay. 

The tragic pattern of attack and harsh re- 
prisal can be checked only by a definite change 
in the French attitude toward the North African 
leaders. Past delays have made it difficult for 
them to keep their followers in check. These 
men, much as they want a measure of independ- 
ence, are not unaware of the advantages of eco- 
nomic partnership with France. But there must 
be speedy and reasonable concessions. Faure 
has won a new measure of authority. To bé& mean- 
ingful, it must be used.

Drinks and Drunks Aloft 

A drunken passenger on train, ship or bus is a 
nuisance but he rarely—if ever—becomes a safe 
ty hazard. Not so a drunken passenger in a plane. 
Altitude increases the effects of alcoholic drinks 
and altitude increases the dangers that may sud- 
denly confront a pilot. The problem of the 
drunken air traveler is an old one. Should 
drinks be served aloft? What should be done with 
tipsy persons who show tickets and demand 
passage? 

The men who fly the airliners and the stew- 
ards and stewardesses who care for the passen- 
gers are the ones who should be best qualified to 
answer such questions. The fact that the Air Line 
Pilots Association and the Stewards and Stew- 
ardesses Association have both asked the Civil 
Aeronautics Board to forbid liquor service aloft 
because it endangers safety is very impressive. 
Yet the chief of the CAB air carrier division, 
John J. Quinn, asserted this week that there is 
no evidence that cocktails aloft endanger safety. 

Mr. Quinn’s statement is perplexing in light 
of the statement made a month age by Harold 
L. Pearson, president of the Air Transport Asso- 
ciation: the CAB warned him that it might have 
to take corrective steps unless the airlines took 
them. The solution may well be for the ATA, a 


powerful organization of 35 airlines, to give the 
problem the thorough study that it demands and 
come up with an answer. That could easily be 
carried out at the air-traffic conference scheduled 
for this Nov. 1-3 at San Francisco. 
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Five Governors, in a Wee Voice 

When five Republican governors from the 
Middle West met in Des Moines last week to 
canvass the farm problem, Fred Seaton, deputy 
assistant to President Eisenhower, was on hand. 
Our guess is that Mr. Seaton had a great deal 
to do with the fact that the conference resolu- 
tions turned out much vaguer and much milder 
than the sentiments individually expressed by 
the governors. : 


Thus Gov. Joe Foss of South Dakota had de- 
manded rigid price supports, as against the Ad- 
ministration’s policy of flexible supports, but 
the conference resolutions said nothing whatever 
about this issue. Gov. Leo Hoegh of Iowa, who 
called the conference, had spoken up for an im- 
mediate hog buying program, but the resolutions 
only urged, in a general way, “a purchasing and 
support program of farm commodities for use, 
and not for destruction.” 

According to The Des Moines Register, Mr. 
Seaton occupied a room near the gubernatorial 
conferees, and while the resolutions were being 
framed Gov. Victor Anderson of Nebraska made 
several trips to Mr. Seaton’s room, carrying type- 
written sheets of paper. 


It is quite clear that Mr. Seaton, as emissary 
of Presidential Assistant Sherman Adams, was 
doing a political chore. He was seeing to it that 
the Republican Administration was not embar- 
rassed by any resoluting done by Middle Western 
Republican governors in Des Moines. Skilfully, 
he accomplished his assignment by dropping a 
mantle of generality over any specific complaints 
the governors might have had in mind. 

So the governors, instead of talking about hog 
prices reaching the lowest point in six years, 
merely resolved to “recognize the urgent farm 
price squeeze our farmers are facing.” They called 
for “short-term emergency measures to restore 
to the farmer his fair share of the national in- 
come,” but specified none. They promised to set 
up committees in their states to seek better farm 
markets. And they urged the Department of 
Agriculture and Congress to “consider” a policy 
of “storing fertility in land not needed for cur- 
rent production’’—which probably means some 
sort of Government rental of idle acres, already 
being discussed at the Department of Agriculture. 

Certainly there is nething specific enough in 
this program to cause Secretary Benson much 
embarrassment. Deputy Presidential Assistant 
Seaton may consider his mission ‘accomplished. 
But he and others at the White House would do 
well to reflect that you do not put out a fire by 
silencing the warning siren. 
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Intelligent Labor Unionism 

An example of intelligent labor unionism is 
the decision of members of the CIO United Rub- 
ber Workers at the Detroit plant of the United 
States Rubber Co. to devote part of their latest 
pay increase to the prevention of wildcat strikes. 

The wildcat work-stoppage is one of the worst 
irritants in industrial relations. It is irrespon- 
sible and undemocratic since it ignores a union’s 
established procedures for calling a strike just as 
it ignores the existing contract with the employ- 
er. It is generally a device by which a hot-headed 
minority takes matters into its own hands to the 
detriment of other employes as well as the em- 
ployer. As such, it undermines the reputation of 
a union for responsibility, the prime requirement 
of successful collective bargaining. 

The new arrangement of the Rubber Workers 
provides for the employment of nine full-time 
union representatives to discover and iron out 
any causes of discontent before they become 
irritating enough to raise the thought of a walk- 
out. The 6000 workers of the Detroit factory 
have been the victims of a series of wildcat 
strikes in recent months, so they have decided 
on this positive step to prevent more of them 
in the future. Their idea is worth study by 
other unions troubled by the same difficulty. 
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Children Without Anyone 

The case of the Harley Cashes and their 2-year- 
old son Gerald points up for the second time in 
little more than a month the plight of men- 
tally-retarded children — and their parents — in 
Missouri. 

This case also gives some indication of the 
high cost of caring for a mentally-retarded child. 
The operator of the Lullaby Nursery Home, 
which has been taking care of little Gerald Cash 
since last February, says bills during that time 
total $1261, including $266 for doctor's bills 
alone. The nursing home’s charge was initially 
$114 a month but was reduced to $85. Mrs. Jean- 
ette Mohl says Mr. Cash, an automobile worker, 
and his estranged wife have paid her only $305 
and she has taken legal action against them. 

A similarly homeless retarded child was dra- 
matically disclosed to the community last month 
when 6-year-old Robert Russell was found wan- 
dering on the streets. His father, Benjamin S. 
Russell, an odd-jobs man, having tried vainly to 
get him into some institution, had abandoned 
him to be found by a patrolman walking the beat. 

Missouri cannot witheut great shame to itself 
continue to ignore the plight of these helpless 
children, a plight’ which is shared by the physic- 
ally retarded. Circuit Judge David A. McMullan, 
chairman of the Board of Children’s Guardians, 
says state institutions have five to ten-year wait- 
ing lists and ‘some have quit accepting applica- 
tions. Missouri has become one of the most back- 
ward of all states in this regard, according to 
Judge McMullan, who also says juvenile judges 
in the state report the retarded child is their 
No. 1 problem. 


Can such an appeal fail to touch the heart- 
strings—and the purse-strings—of the legislators 
and the executive officials, from the Governor 
down, whose responsibility it is to correct this 
inhuman state of affairs? 
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A Guard Against a Smoke Screen 

Many an error has been covered up in the 
name of military security. So it is encouraging 
to learn that special efforts will be made to pre- 
vent misuse of the military security stamp in the 
hearing on the Navy's troubles with the F3H-1 
Demon jet fighter plane. 

Representative Chet Holifield (Dem.), Califor- 
nia, who is chairman of the investigating com- 
mittee, has given welcome assurances in advance 
of the inquiry opening Monday that all claims 
of military security will have to be bona fide. 

The Westinghouse J-40 engines have been long 
superseded by improved types and there can be 
little if any reason for holding back information 
on why they were used when they were known 
to be of insufficient strength.

GATLINBURG, Tenn. 

A massive effort by the National Park 
Service — backed by expected public 
and congressional support — has agen 
launched to provide over a 10-year pe- 
riod urgently needed personnel and fa- 
cilities for the mounting hordes of vis- 
itors to 180 park service areas. 


Echoing from this mountain resort on 
the edge of the Great Smoky Mountain 
National Park are a host of ideas gath- 
ered in a document entitled “Mission 
66.” They are slated to rehabilitate, bol- 
ster and bring up 
to date a service 
charged with pro- 
tecting the nation’s 
greatest treasures 
in lands, scenery, 
and historic shrines. 

Buffeted by a ris- 
ing wind of public 
concern over re- 
peated reports of 
its inadequate serv- 
ices, the National 
Park Service, 
through its officials 
in biannual session 
here, has been ham- 
mering out a plan 
for long-term action to be inaugurated 
within the next few months. 

It will bring its lagging services in 
line with growing public demands in 
1966. Its success will depend largely on 
the budgetary support the service can 
get from Congress. 

Significantly on hand to offer encour- 
agement to these men and women of 
America’s wilderness areas was Secre- 
tary of the Interior Douglas McKay. It 
will be up to the Secretary to carry the 
ball when time comes for budgetary re- 
quests from Congress to implement the 
park service plans. 


Millions of New Visitors 


In crisp words that rang with urgen- 
cy, Conrad I, Wirth, national park direc- 
tor, told over 200 superintendents and 
officials of park areas scattered from 
Mount McKinley in Alaska to San Juan 
National Historical Site in Puerto Rico, 
that the growing appeal of outdoor rec- 
reation had more than doubled the num- 
ber of visitors to areas of the park sys- 
tem in 10 years. 

Citing a visitor total of almost 48 
millions to the park areas in 1954, he 
estimated that the influx of visitors 
would reach 80 millions within the next 
decade. 

Briefly, Mr. Wirth told the park execu- 
tives that the chief problem in the na- 
tional parks is this: 

The national parks are _ neither 
equipped nor staffed to protect their ir- 
replaceable features, nor to take care of 
the increasing millions of visitors. Visi- 
tor accommodations are inadequate, out- 
moded, and many are in a state of dis- 


repair. As a result, Wirth said, some 
visitors are forced to sleep on the 
ground and in their cars, to pay more 
for lodging than they can afford, or to 
leave the park in frustration. 


“Some of our personnel,” he con- 
tinued, “are compelled ‘to live in what 
in other places would be called slums. 
Some of our roads designed for another 
era are clogged with automobiles. 

“Wear and abuse of park lands is 
brought about simply by crowding of 
peoplegbeyond the capacity of lodge and 
camp grounds, roads, and trails. Natural 
features are vandalized and destroyed 
and we see the wearing away of ruins 
and natural formations by the impact 
of too many feet 

“Visitor enjoyment is impaired by 
masses of people who crowd to the same 
spot to see the same view at the same 
time, and many people leave with curi- 
osity unsatisfied and enjoyment and ap- 
preciation incomplete—all because we 
do not have the facilities nor the per- 
sonnel to help them know and compre- 
hend what they see. 

“Many leave the parks wondering why 
their government is content to display 
American treasures in a manner not in 
keeping with their greatness.” 


Task Force and *Nlission 60" 


As Mr. Wirth and a task force from 
the Washington office unveiled the de- 
tails of “Mission 66,"" prepared from re- 
ports from the various park areas, they 
were encouraged by the promise that 
their objectives will be considered on 
the highest possible governmental level 
They were assured of Secretary McKay's 
interest in helping them. 

A current tour by a representative 
of the House subcommittee on appropri- 
ations has indicated congressional at- 
tention. Public interest and sympathy 
for park service needs has been aroused 
by personal observation and by critical 
articles in the press. 

Along with these eneouragements, 
however, the realistic park service offi- 
cials, after years of struggle for recogni- 
tion without lobbyists and. in competi- 
tion with organized groups for funds, 
are not underestimating the giant tasks 
ahead. 

First, as Mr. Wirth pointed out, they 
have to attain greater unity within their 
own ranks. Next, they have to obtain 
the opportunity of presenting their case 
in all of its seriousness to those empow- 
ered to act in behalf of the parks. Final- 
ly, they have to overcome resistance to 
change in one of the most conservative 
governmental services. 


Mr. Wirth and his corps of park of- 
ficials are seizing every opportunity to 
emphasize ways in which use of the na- 
tional parks provides an ascetic and 
restful occupation and also serves as a 
dynamic factor in the national economy.

speaking—former Chief of Press Rela- 
tions for Hitler from 1933 to 1945. Herr 
Dietrich ruminates about der Fuehrer, 
and his ruminations stir up some strange 
history. 

In essence Herr Dietrich says that 
Adolf Hitler was a good man until 
1939, but after 1939 the bad side in the 
dichotomy of his nature took hold of 
him and made him do things he really 
shouldn't have. So for instance, Herr 
Dietrich—who was prudent enough not 
to permit publication of this book until 
after his death—says that nobody knew 
about the Roehm purge except Hitler 
himself, who with cocked Luger, West- 
ern style, mopped 
up the situation. 

Neither did Hit- 
ler ever intend to 
annex Austria, but 
when he read in the 
foreign press that 
this was his inten- 
tion he decided to 
go ahead and oblige 
the gents of the 
international fourth 
estate. In 1939 
that “dichotomy” 
snapped in der 
Fuehrer. He should 
have known, _ phi- 
losephizes Herr Die- 
trich in the afterglow of hindsight, that 
the English would fight and that this 
would mean a bad war instead of a good 
war. As for such things as concentration 
camps, exterminations, and genocide, 
Herr Dietrich, Chief Press Relations Of- 
ficer for der Fuehrer, says he knew 
nothing. 

Having exonerated the German peo- 
ple and himself from all culpability in 
atrocities and starting a war, Herr Die- 
trich ‘who modestly states that he was 
among the first to perceive the evil that 
was in Adolf as early as March 1945, 
at which time he left his employment) 
sets about to whitewash the German 
Army and imply that if not for Hitler's 
meddling Germany might have won. 

Increasingly, it seems, this is the new 
gospel preached in the land. The ques- 
tion really is: Could any general have 
done better than Hitler? Now, I submit, 
here under the leadership of Adolf 
Hitler is Germany, with an army of 16 
million, a population of 66: million, and 
smaller in size than the ‘state of Cali- 
fornia, waging a war, which it almost 
won, against five major powers who 
were in possession of 75 per cent of the 
world’s resources, had an army of 50 
million men, with reserves of a 500 
million population and a land mass 100 
times greater than Germany. 

What other general in history achieved 
so much with so little, held out so long 
against such superior forces, and came 
so close to the edge of victory? 

In the second half of the book Herr 
Dietrich discusses the personal life of 
the Fuehrer—a so-so account revealing 
little that is new or interesting. The 
book richly deserves ending up on the 
59-cent bargain book counters.

THE STORY OF MEDICINE, by Kenneth Walker. 
(Oxford, $6.) , 


To tell the story of medicine from its 
primitive beginnings to the age of anti- 
biotics in fewer than 350 pages requires 
a mighty feat of compression, but the 
author of this book has done it without 
overlooking any salient developments. 
Dr. Walker, a London surgeon, devotes 
the first half of his narrative to a gen- 
eral survey of medical history, and the 
second to a history of each of the prin- 
cipal branches of medicine, winding up 
with a chapter on quacks old and new. 
It is, of course, a fascinating story, and 
Dr. Walker recounts it expertly. Never- 
theless, one cannot help regretting that 
he did not use twice as large a canvas 
to tell twice as long a tale.

Hunting prospects are more 
propitious than in the last sev- 
eral years. For the first time 
in four years bobwhite had a 
favorable nesting and rearing 
season. Three straight years of 
drouth had thinned the birds to 
a new low. Intensive farming 
operations also played their 
part. This year well-spaced 
rains produced ample nesting 
cover, and temperatures during 
the laying and nesting season 
were much lower than during 
the sun-baked days of the past 
three years. 

This writer interviewed doz- 
ens of rural mail carriers dur- 
ing August, September and 
early October as to whether or 
not there was an increase in 
quail population. All of them 
were of the opinion that there 
is a marked increase over the 
previous three years. - Three 
rural carriers in 
counties said they had seen as 
many as four coveys in one day. 
Six carriers had 
many as three coveys, and a 
great majority of them saw at 


least one covey on making their | 


rounds. Only one carrier had 
failed to see any birds during 
the summer. 

Most of

samples sent them by the hunt- 
ers, 80 per cent of the total fall | 
population is made up of young 
birds. Only about 20 per cent 
reach the age of one and one- 
half years. 

In contrast to the three previ- 
ous years, the vegetation this 
year will be extremely tush and 
heavy. This has been an out- 
standing growing season 
only heavy frosts will blight the 
rank weed crop and make it 
possible for dogs to work on 
the birds successfully. Most of 
the young pointers and setters 
will be working under a decided 
handicap. Dogs three and four 
years of age will have had only 
limited bird finding experience 
because of the three dismal 


years that have preceded this ’ 


season. Many nimrods have 
disposed of their dogs as a re- 
sult of the previously shortened 
seasons and the lack of birds

He said much more needed to 
be learned about the effect of 
farm chemicals on the nutritive 
value and acceptance of foods. 
The field is new, and most re- 
sults thus far are to be consid- 
ered preliminary, he told his 
audience. 

One of the most promising re- 
cently introduced foreign crops, 
Quisenberry said, is the acerola, 
or West Indian cherry. This 
fruit resembles a tiny red crab- 
apple, and is said to have a 
vitamin C content 25 times 
higher than that of orange 
juice. 

The extraordinary qualities | 
of the West Indian cherry were 
discovered at the experiment 
station of the University of 
Puerto Rico, Quisenberry said. 
The Department of Agriculture 
is distributing stock to growers 
in Florida and Hawaii. The 
acerola already has found use| 
as an ingredient in baby food. | 

Quisenberry said experiments | 
with turnip greens in Georgia 
had revealed that plants grown 
on certain soils apparently pro- 
duced vitamin B12, a vitamin 
formerly found only in animal 
products. This may open the | 
door to new techniques for | 
treating soils, he said.

GORKY, U.S.S.R., Oct. 19— 
A visit to the heavy machinery 
section of Russia’s largest auto- 
mobile factory, the Molotov 
works, located on the outskirts 
of this historic city, gives a 


striking display of how heavily | 


the Russians have been relying 
on foreign equipment, especially 
American. It also offers elo- 
quent evidence as to the back- 
ground of Russia’s current drive 
for more trade with the West. 

As the Molotov plant director 
himself said, the big machine 
tools from Detroit, Cincinnati, 
Pittsburgh, etc., are worn out 
and need replacement. Most of 
them were acquired either in 


the late 1930s, during World | 


War II, or directly thereafter. 

“We would like very much to 
get some new equipment from 
America or, in fact, from any 


place where it is obtainable,” 


the director said. 

A visit to the plant also dem- 
onstrates the difficulty of ap- 
plying Western standards in 
judging whether certain exports 
to the Soviet Unioh are vital to 
this country. 

It is often argued in the 
West, for instance, that there 
should be a relaxation on stra- 
tegic goods shipments to Rus- 
sia because the total amount 
of goods involved is so “mar- 
ginal” that it can’t make any 
real difference. 

A Very Big Difference. 

Certainly in a nation like 
the United States, where mil- 
lions of cars are produced year- 
ly, the total number of ma- 
chine tools used in the Molo- 
tov auto work:, for example, 
would be insignificant. But in 
this austere economy the Amer- 
ican machines undoubtedly 


have made the difference be- 
tween Russia’s ability to pro- 
duce a few thousand Pobedas 
.—-a four-door medium-priced 
| Passenger car — produced at 
_the Molotov plant, and several 
hundred thousand Pobedas a 
year. In Russian terms, it is 
a very big difference. 


|Russians can’t produce their 
'own machine tools. It does 
mean that export of American 
machine tools to Russia and 
their use in the civilian econ- 
omy made it possible for the 
Russians to concentrate their 
efforts in the machine tool line 
in their priority production— 
the defense industry—on such 
products as the new turbojet 
intercontinental bomber. 

| By contrast to the heavy 
‘machine section, most of the 
light machinery, as well as as- 
sembly line tools appear to 
have been made in Russia. 

Famous Molotov Trucks. 

In addition to the Pobeda, 
which is about equivalent to 
the 1936 Ford or Chevrolet, the 
Molotov works puts out a lux- 
ury passenger car called the 
Zim, and the famous Molotov 
trucks. These first came into 
prominence in north Indo- 
China. 

Soviet delivery of trucks to 
Communist Viet Minh trans- 


formed that army into a mobile 


one almost overnight. 


Total production of the Molo- 


tov factory, which is manned 
by 44,000 workers, is about 200,- 
000 vehicles a year. Slightly 
more than two-thirds of the 
vehicles are Pobedas.

The Russian journalists, now 
visiting New York where they 
arrived. Monday, were reminded 
that the Soviet Government has 
barred visits by Americans to 
Russian industrial centers. 


The refusal was about a 
month ago. State Department 
officials said the Soviet group 
accepted it without protest. 

The action was taken under 
the “off-limits decree” declared 
by the United States last Jan. 
3. This closed 27 per cent of 
the United States land area, 
including parts of 39 states, to 
Soviet visits. 

The United States issued the 
decree because an estimated 30 
per cent of the Soviet Union is 
closed to travel by American 
citizens or other foreigners. 

The State Department could 
have made an exception for 
th Soviet journalists. 


A Soviet farm delegation 
which visited the United States 
from July 14'to Aug. 20 was in 
fact permitted to visit some 
barred cities and areas. 

At present, the Soviet report- 
ers are scheduled to visit Cleve- 
land, Chicago, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, Phoenix and 
Washington, D.C. All of these 
are “open cities’ under the off- 
limits decree 

The Soviet group probably 
will be allowed to visit one 
barred city, Evanston, Ill., to 
allow them to tour Northwest- 
ern University’s Schoo] of Jour- 
nalism.

of these 40 per cent are not 


definitely known to be safe.” 


The figures cited by Schlink

United States Food and Drug 
administration official 
to.a congressional investigating 
committee. The official said 
about 840 chemicals were used 
or proposed for use in food at 
that time, with 704 in actual use 
of whieh he said 428 were prob- 
ably safe if used under normal 


| conditions. 


Schlink said, “The thought- 
ful consumer will avoid the use 
of untested substances in his 
foods and beverages, so far as 
he is permitted to choose. 

“The wise and conscientious 
manufacturer, more conscious 
than in the past of possible 
| dangers in the use of substances 
which have not been exhaus- 
tively investigated, will resist 
the blandishments of the sales- 
men who are forever selling 


something ‘new and better’ for 
food _ and beverage manufac- 
ture.’

HURRICANE DEFENSE ON MANY FRONTS 


By Sam Dawson 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19 (AP), 

TORMS that have lambasted large sections of the nation with 

marked fury this year are making home owners, industrial 

management and the building industry increasingly hurricane 
and flood conscious. 

Hurricane -resistant windows, leakproof 
walls, wind- and water-defiant foundations, 
bridges and highways are prime topics today 
in architectural and eonstruction circles. New 
paints and other surface coatings, as well as 
new construction materials and methods are 
being tested in laboratories. 

In addition to spectacular damage and de- 
struction of many buildings and bridges, heavy 
rains and floods have ruined countless drive- 
ways, cellar walls and floors and house roofs 
this year. So, many a home owner is more 
storm conscious than ever. 

WHETHER THIS YEAR’S STORMS HAVE ACTUALLY 
poured more water than ever before on the nation, or whether 
the crowding that comes with civilization has put more people 
in the paths of once out-of-the-way streams, is subject for debate. 
But there's little doubt that people are more anxious than ever 
to protect themselves and their property. Sturdy house building 
is very much more in the minds of would-be home owners now. 
Contractors say that one housing development lost roofs in 
wholesale .quantities in one of the big blows because builders 
had skimped on roof nails. A lot of ideas on making big build- 
ings hurricane resistant are being pushed. A New York sky- 
scraper, the Socony Mobil Building, a 45-story stainless steel clad 
office structure, will boast 3200 “hurricane-resistant” windows. 
One of the secrets is a double gasket seal of polyvinyl chloride. 

THE TRUSCON STEEL DIVISION OF THE REPUBLIC 
STEEL Corp. which designed and made them says it had them 
tested by the University of Miami. Wind and water were hurled 
against sample windows at velocities equal to a 145-mile-an-hour 
storm. Air pressure against the quarter-inch plate glass was 
around two thirds of a ton. Architects say another big problem 
in skyscrapers is leakproofing walls around windows. They say 
the walls must have expansion joints so the walls can “breathe,” 
and builders have the problem of keeping moisture out of the 
joints. Paints and other forms of exterior coating are being 
restudied. There already are several forms of surface coatings 
for brick and cement walls to stop leaking. There is also a vinyl 
sheathing material that hardens after spraying on outside walls 

THE STEEL INDUSTRY IS TOUTING THE USE of more 
steel reinforcement in concrete in highways, driveways and foun- 
dations. This summer's storms left miles of roadbeds piles of 
rubble. Undermining by floods is another problem, but the 
steel men say many road surfaces could have been saved with 
greater use of welded wire fabric in the cement. One steel man 
is building himself what he calls a hurricane-proof house in 
South Orange, N.J. Lawrence Schacht, president of the Schacht 
Construction Corp. of Hillside, N.J., is using a steel-frame con- 
struction much like that for sky scrapers.

Mohammed Ali quietly ex- 
plained that a Moslem prefers 
polygamy to the Western cus- 
tom of divorce, since it allows 
the first wife to maintain her 
status and dignity.

"Eat, Think and Be Slender’ 


Skinnies Have Their Troubles, Too 
It's Just Not So That They Can Eat More Than the Obese and Stay Thin

vied your thin friends. Well, 

before we go any further let 
me assure you that the under- 
weight person has as much a 
problem as the overweight. 

So often patients have come 
to me and said: 

“I have a friend who ‘eats 
like a horse’ and he doesn’t 
gain an ounce!” 

It probably is not true; no 
one can eat like a horse con- 
stantly and remain thin. But 
more important from your point 
of view is the fact that your 
under-weight friend probably 
suffers just as much from emo- 
tional problems as you. 

Underweight and overweight 
are only the opposite sides of 
the same coin. Your under- 
weight friend is not a fortunate 
person who possesses some 
mysterious factor in his body 
that prevents any of the “exces- 
sive” food he eats from turning 
into ugly fat. 

I have had patients tell me 
that “life has been unjust.” 

“Why?” I ask leadingly, and 
the answer invariably is: “Be- 
cause I've not been endowed 
with this wonderful ability to 
eat all I want and yet not put 


Y OU have undoubtedly en- 


= on extra weight like my friend 


does.” 

Let me make it quite plain 
to you that this attitude will be 
a serious block in any weight 
control program you undertake. 
If you believe that there are 
people who can eat as much as 
you and still not gain excessive 
weight, you are going to feel 
that dieting is a great and un- 
necessary hardship. You are 
going to feel unjustly imposed 
upon because you have been 
singled out for such a rigorous 
task. 

There are no people who can 
eat as much as you and remain 
lean while you grow fat. 

There is no need for you to 
be envious of your skinny 
friends. Were you to scientifi- 
cally observe them for a week, 
you would have positive proof 
that overweight is no more than 
the result of food intake beyond 
the normal energy needs of your 
body and that no other factor 
is involved. 

You would notice in such a 
test several important differ- 
ences between your own and 
behavior. 
Thin people tend to overeat 
only when they are in company. 
The times at which you have 
seen your thin friends eat more

than you may be the only times 
at which they eat to excess. Yet 
you immediately think: 

“How can he eat that much 
and still retain such a slim 
physique?” 

“What you fail to realize,” I 
have always answered patients 
who ask this, “is that, with your 
‘skinny’ friend, this apparent 
ability to overeat while still re- 
maining slender is solely an at- 
tention-getting device. It’s of 
prestige value to him—and he 
cherishes that value dearly—for 
it evokes envy from you and 
others who, like you, overeat 
excessively. It gives him a cer- 
tain prestige in your estimation. 

“But your ‘skinny’ friend act- 
ually lacks sufficient appetite, 
for several days following his 
huge meal in your company 
he'll miss meals so that he can 
make up for his one day’s over- 
indulgence. 

“On the other hand, you have 
probably eaten more than he in 
the one meal you had together. 
In addition, you had sufficient

HE body operates much like 

an engine in that it converts 

energy. The principle that 
energy cannot be created or de- 
stroyed, but only changed, holds 
true for our bodies. Energy in- 
take in excess of energy output 
will accumulate in some form. 
In the body, the excess intake of 
energy—too much food —is 
stored as fat. 

For the most part, slim peo- 
ple are completely unconscious 
of this mechanism within their 
make-up. They, too, really be- 
lieve that they can and do eat 
as much as their overweight 
friends and are as fully con- 
vinced that they don’t gain an 
ounce because they cannot. 

Experience has shown that 
these skinnies are persons who 
usually hate to eat when alone. 
Rather than go into a restaurant 
by themselves, they would skip 
the meal. Often they will skip 
several in succession—filling up 
instead on coffee into which 
they unconsciously put more 
sugar than they usually do to 
compensate for the energy- 
giving foods they have not 
eaten. 

Great differences in the types 
of food consumed by a fat and 
thin person will be the key to 
the latter’s “eating more” than 
the obese person. Rich, starchy, 
sweet and fatty foods at the 
same meal will appeal to the 
overweight person. The under- 
weight person will, on the other 
hand, trim all the fat from his 
meat, eat less bread, spread the 
butter extremely thin and have 
an aversion to rich desserts, 

These two persons will sit 
down to the same meal at the 
same table, yet the overweight 
person will manage to consume 
several hundred more calories 
than the skinny one. At the end 
of the meal each will sincerely 
believe that they ate exactly the 
same amount of food. 

Your underweight § friend 
then, to repeat, has no magic 
component in his make-up that 
makes him someone to be en- 
vied. From two standpoints, 
though, the underweight person 
has an advantage over his obese 
friend: (1) he will tend to live 
longer, and (2) he will have less 
difficulty with any serious ill- 
ness he may contract.

Tips on Preventing Pipes Freezing. 


T’S pretty common knowledge 
| in this day and age, that if 

you leave water in a water 
pipe and if the water freezes, 
there is a possibility that the 
pipe will split: If the pipe is 
made out of galvanized iron or 
brass it has more of a chance 
of splitting than copper which

The way to Prevent trouble 
with freezing pipes is to either 
remove the water from the pipe 
or insulate or heat the pipe so 
it won't freeze.

West opened the 
clubs, and after South ducked 
on the table and won with the 
nine (East having played low), 
he had quite a problem.

Frank Lloyd Wright's New Furniture 


Architect Features Geometrical Lines in Designs for Mass Production 


By Virginia Kachan 
CHICAGO, Oct. 19 (INS). 

RANK LLOYD WRIGHT’S 

new furniture for American 

homes is just like his archi- 
tecture—built along all sorts of 
geometrical lines. 

There are squares, rectangles, 
triangles and hexagons aplenty 
in the furniture, the first the 
86-year-old architect has de- 
signed on a mass production 
basis. 

The furniture was previewed 
yesterday at the Chicago Mer- 
chandise Mart and was dis- 
played in settings for the bed- 
room, living room and dining 
room, 

Wright's chests, cabinets and 
desks are rectangular with no 
attempt to round any corners. 

He favors square outlines for 
pull-up and upholstered chairs 
and his sofas are either straight- 
line or sectional combinations 


of the straight line and angle. - 


In the room settings, put to- 
gether under Wright's super- 
vision, the chairs and sofas all 
were placed against the wall to 
leave the cénter of the room 
free. Pull-up chairs were lined 
up like settees. 

Wright explained in an inter- 
view that he doesn’t like furni- 
ture “cluttering up the middle 
of a room so people stumble 
over it.” 

Most of the architect’s furni- 
ture is simple, almost severe in 
line. But he lets himself go in 
his occasional tables, many of 
which are like jig-saw puzzles. 
For instance, he has designed 
low, triangular wedge tables 
that fit together to form a 
hexagon table by themselves or 
can be slipped under a larger 
hexagonal table. These triangles 
also can.be pulled out and, with 
little velvet cushions, serve as 
extra seats. 


The triangles also were 
stacked in diferent ways — in 
tiers for a corner “curio” cabi- 
net; one on top of another on 
a table to show off gimcracks 
or scattered singly on tables or 
window sills to hold potted 
plants. 

Besides the triangular form, 
Wright has a fondness for the 
hexagon. He uses it as the de-

sign for high lamp tables, low 
snack and cocktail tables and 
for large upholstered ottomans. 


In one setting, three hexa- 
gonal ottomans Were clustered 
together at the end of a 
straight-line, armless couch to 
provide an es sitting 
island. 


Most of Wright's tables have 
unique fin-like bases of solid 
wood panels rather than con- 
ventional legs. Wright explained 
the fins were designed “to elim- 
inate leg straddling and ship- 
bumping.” 

Like other contemporary fur- 
niture designs, Wright's pieces 
are low. One round “informal” 
dining table is.only 24 inches 
off the floor. 

Most of his furniture .is de- 


ably from room to room and 
many of the units are modular 
so they can be arranged in dif- 
ferent ways.

RIGHT has used only one 
W woo throughout the col- 
lection, his favorite hon- 
duras mahogany in a natural 
matte finist. 

None of his cabinet pieces 
have pulls; instead finger slots 
have been carved in drawers 
and doors. , 

Another type of carving, a 
variation of the Greek key de- 
sign, is the only ornamentation 
Wright has permitted himself. 
This decorates the rims of ta- 
bles, the outlines of chests and 
the base of upholstered pieces. 

The room settings were deco- 
rated with Wright's own fabrics, 


signed to be used interchange- some of them prints of the 


same interpretation of the 
Greek key design; or soft metal- 
lic half circles and circles on 
sheer silks. 

His color schemes centered 
chiefly around a potpourri of 
greens, ranging from moss to 
chartreuse, and accents of burnt 
gold and rusts.

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Uncle Ray's Column

F you made a trip to Peru, |! 
| ana visited parts away from | 
the coast, you could find 
some of the bridges which were 
built by Incas in the far past. | 
Many of these date back from 
400 to 500 years, and a few 
are believed to be more than 

1000 years old! 


Some Inca bridges were 
made of logs or of stone 
' blocks. These usually crossed 


streams at low levels. 

Inca cables a foot thick or) 
even more were made by weav- | 
ing vines, twigs and strips of | 
bark together. Cables of this | 
type were employed in making | 
bridges for some of the high | 
mountain gorges. 

Q. What kinds of homes did 
the Inca Indians have? 


A. In warm areas, the huts 


had open sides with roofs of 
thatched grass or matted reeds. | 
In cold districts, on the other 
hand, huts with stone walls 
were common. Adobe huts— 
made with blocks of sun-dried 
mud—also were used by these | 
tribesmen. To this day, adobe 
homes serve the needs of many 
Indians in Latin America, also 
in Arizona and New Mexico. 

Q. How tall were the Inca 
Indians? 

A. They were short by mod-| 


ern standards. The average 
height of the men was hardly 
more than five feet and four 
inches. The women averaged 
about five feet and one inch. 

We speak of Inca Indians 
as people of the past, but let 
us remember that millions of 
their descendants live in west- 
ern parts of South America— 
chiefly in Peru — to this day, 
In learning their average 
heights, we are guided by mot. 
ern measurements, as well as 
by reports of the early Spanish 
explorers, 

Q. What kinds of things did 
the early Imeas make from 
cloth? 

A. The women wove shawls 
and loose robes for themselves, 
also belts and cloth bags. Inca 
weavers have been called “the 
most skillful in either North
